the reports of the autopsy appeared. He stated the documents are 
lengthy and are accessible only if he can specify which pages are of

He is a oollege student; not a professional 
writer and it Is believed that in view of the recent jwbilclty concerning 
the autopsy reports, we should not furnish him any Information 
concerning thewtopsy. It la believed that it would Uper^ssiUe to 
advise him that the FBI did enjoy excellent liaison with the Secret 
Service throogbont th. lnve.tlg.don but that « not wmaent wy turtwr 
concerning his Inquiry. Bullies contain no Information Identifiable with 

Hoch.
